he haue diſcretion and vnderſ andinge to knowe if he bein the grace of Eod 


02 not. And howe be it righte difficile,fo2 God onely knoweth it, neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe we may haue toniectures that ſheweth it, andſufficient foz Shepherdes 
and lap people to know, if they be in the loue oftheLozd,and if they haue cons 
lecture to be init,therfoze there ought none to repute theſelues iuſt, vut ought 
tu þumble them ſelueg, and aſke him mercy that _— 1 ſinners become =

_ that we oughte to demaunde of 
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and none other. Pꝛintipally we ought to know this ſcyence when we wpll re- 
ccaue the body of Jeſu Ch2ilte, #0. who that recetueth his andgood- 
nes receaueth his ſaluation, and who that receaueth him otherwyſe, reces- 
ueth euerlaſtinge dampnation, of tie whycbe thinge euerye man is fudge in 
bym ſelfe of his owne tonſcpence, and none other. The coniectures whereby 
we may knowe if that we be in the grace of God oz not. Thefyaſte coniec⸗ 
ture is when we do traucifo2 to clenſe our conſcience of our ſoules by penance 
as much as if we labouted to get ic ine great good, that we be not culpable of 
any deadly ſinne done, oz in will to do, voz in any ſentence,then it is good con-- 
tecturinge to be in the grace of God. T he ſeconde con ietture that ſweweth in 


iüptewyſe to be in the grace ol God, is when we bemoze prompt and ready to 


good, obſeruinge and keeping the commaundementes of Godde, and doe all 
good wozkes that we choulde haue accuſtomed. The third conjecture is when 
we heare gladly the woꝛde of God, as ſermons and gaod counſayicrs fo our 
ſaluat ion. Tbe fourth, when we be ſozy and contrite at our hart to haue com⸗ 
myſedand done any ſinne. Thefifth is when with good purpoſe and wyll of 
our ſelues we perſeucr to kepe vs from ſinne in tyme to come. Theſe coniec⸗ 
tures be they w herby Shepherds and lay people know it they de in his grace 
oꝛ not, as muche as in thein is poſſivie toknowe. The.vi.thinge that euery 
man ougbt to knowe is God, foz all men ougbt toknowe God, ſoꝛ to accom⸗ 
plyſbe his wil and commaundement,by the wich be would be loued with all 
thy harte, with all thy ſoule, and wyth all the ſoꝛte that we haue, whyche we 
may not do, if we knowe hym not. then who that would loue Godde, dught to 
knowe hun, and the moe that they know him, the moꝛe they loue hun, wher⸗ 
foʒe bhcreafter (hall be ſayde howe Sbepherds and ſimple 2 doth knowe 
bym, Sbhepherdes and ſimple people fox to haue knowledge of God of thepz 
pollibilitie conſyderinge thꝛee thinges.

Fyꝛſt to know God, Shepherdes and lay people conſydereth 
his great riches, plenteous habundaunte of the goodnes that be hath, fo: all 


the treaſmes and tycheſſe of heauen and ofthe earth be his, and all goodnelle 
be bath made, ol the which he is fountayne,creatour, and mayſter, and diſtri⸗ 
bufeth them largeiy vnto enery creature, and he bath no neede of any other,
